cipalities and Powers are ſubdued, and brought ſubje& to his 
righreous Government, the borders whereof ſhafl reach from 

ope end of the earttfto the other,'and of thie increaſe rhereof there ſhall be 
noend; And whcfoever will not bend and bow to his righteous Scepter, 
he will Rule chem with an Iron Rod, he will ſhake and overrurn all che 
powers of the earth, and ſcatrer the wicked in their Imaginations, he will

forth the divinations and inventions of their own brains, which are dead 
and raven from the ſpirit of life, that ſuch wares and merch Adize ſhould 
be inforced upon a people ar ſo dear a rare, whether they will,or nog like 
them or not,they miſt pay for them, as rife blood of many of the Lords 
people, and the barbarous ſpoyling of their goods doth ſadly wirnefle in 
this Nation 3 Is not this unjuſt and even 4 rape upon the Conltciences of 
Men ? 1 amfureofir, ir is that'the Lord hates, and his wrach i « kigdled 
and burns hike an oven againſt this wicked generation of men, (rhatwill 
not have the Lord to be the Teacher of hig-peoplec ) thoſs from whole lies 
and lighenefle abomination is gone forth into all the Land, char the people

W hat was the error of Baham? was it not the ſerting up of Numbling- 
blocks to the people of Ifracl ior the wages of unrighteouſnefle ? and was 
Balzama falſe Propher2and can rhefe be true rhat arelovers of themſelves, 
ſeck heir own,honour and praile of men, and make merchandi7ze oi ſouls 
for usjuſt gain ? what can the higheſt protetior among them all (withcur 
the ſpiric of iggfÞ hich is able of 1© ſelf ro lead inro all Treth, the witich 
they mry confNl- in words bur is decds deny) -do more from the letter of 
Scriptures then the yagabond Jews, the ſons of Scevazthe exnreiſtscould 
do, who wonid caft our Divels in the nawe of that Jeſus, whom they knew 
nor.hiut as Paul preached who was a wirnefle of the life and power in 
himſel:.hat caſts rhe unclean ipirit out oO: rhe Creatnre 3 if they have a 
Goſpel, let them freely preach it, as the truth of the Goſpel dirctts, or ler 
them that hircs them -ev chem their wages, 
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And ler not ſuch an invented Idol of preaching any longer devoure by 
by a Law, fo many hundred thouſagd pounds a year in the land, and ſhed 
the blood of the innocent; 1 deny not the preaching of the Goſpel, bur 
own it, and ſuch as are able Miniſters of the New Tettament, which are 
not of the Letter but of rhe (piritz bur ſuch merchandize upon the letter 
of the Scriptures I ucrerl; deny; Yer verily I dearly own the Scriptures of 
crutch, and in my meaſure witreſle a unity with the ſpirir that gave chem 
forch, which ſhews'to every member his place and -part in the body, and 
how and when to ſpeak the word jn due ſeaſon, which. is the rule and or- 
der of Saints, 

But ſome may ſay;Hath nor the Lords preſence been amongſt theſe peo- 
ple? They may plead chat they have eaten and druok in his preſence, yet 
workers of iniquiry,ye muſt depart,l know you not faith the Lord. Andir 
maybe granted that ſomerime ligce the war began in cheNation when they 
enwpcould forfake all for that meaſuce of rruch chey chen knew, when 
in ſirairs rhey had not an arme of fleſh to truſt ro,when this day they knew 
not what to do the nexr,they ceaſing from man,and waiting upon the Lord 
ia fingleneſle of heart for councel, he did oftentimes appear in dcliver- 
ances-according to and beyond their and our expettation,, even [o /ong as 
Uracl followed the Ark of Gods covenanc, the Tabernacle of Teſtimony 
where the Councel of the Lord was known, they went up to bartel and 
profpered 3; but when they went oor.of the Councel (from the wicneſle)of 
God, then they fell by the hand of their enemies; thereare many in this 
Nation that in a meaſure did beginin the ſpirit, that will end in che fleſh ; 
And falt that hath loſt irs favour, what is it good for,bur to be caſt to the 
dunghil. Come all again to know and follow (the Tabernacle of God 
which is with men, ) the witneſle of God ia every particular, which 
_ men the way they ought to walk in, aud therein chey ſhall 
proſper. { = 

Were all thoſe that were (in times paſt of their own accord) joyned to 
Baalpeor 20 be deſtroyed from am the people of the Lord ?

How long. how long will men halt between tw29, If God be God then 
follow him, if Baal be God fotlow him ; no man can ſerve two maſters, 
God aad maimon 3 Verily rhe Lord will norbe mocked, and the Rulers 
and people of this Nation muſt nor much longer ſtagger at the work of rhe 
Lord, bur in fairifulnefle follow him in the work of Reformation and Li- 
berty in Truth, or elſe thoſe that have the preſcat opportunity given into 
their hands, which is very great, ſhall be broken. in pieces as thoſe that

rers veſf<i1.” for he will caſe him of his adverſaries and avenge him of his

Deſpiſe nor prophecyings, quench not the Spirit which burns like a fire

oppreſſion from amongſt this people, and do not prevent his jadgements 
by a ſpeedy and diligent going on with che Lords work required of rhemy 
and that in faichfulneſſe and oprighrneſle of heart ro the Lord, That 
uſt and Aigbteous Laws may be eſtabliſhed and execured in the earth, an- 
ſwering the witneſſe of Godin all men,rhat righteouſneſle may run down as 

a river,and Juſtice and'true Judgement as a mighry ſtream, co the cerror of 
the evil doers, and to the refrefhment and joy of thoſe that fear the Lord 
in rhe land, whoſe fear is not taught them by the preceprs of men,as much 
of the Nations is, whereby moſt of the people are ſwallowed up. 
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This in the Lords fear do I give forth and teſtifie, who am a Lover
